l've been reading your media for the last year. 
They ve been trying to introduce (the idea) that the 
women have no respect in islam, that they are lower 
than the men.’ he said 

This is absolutely false,” he charged 

lf an islarnic woman marries, she has a res- 
ponsibility to her family, said Rahimi. “But she 
doesn't have to do what she doesn't like to do. Ail 
that she has to do is according to her ideology 

In Islam, she doesn't do anything because of the 
favor of her husband,” he explained 

it is funny and disrespectful for a woman to say 
she has the same place as a man,” he said. islam 
teaches that both have “human ~ being respect.”

The shah is 
safe from revolutionary or any other kind of justice 
He will die, whether of cancer or of old age His 
children, his wife, his ex-wives, the members of his 
family, will live in splendid luxury off the proceeds of 
nis crimes that were carefully invested outside of 
iran 
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The American response to Iranian actions is 
likewise irrational and unrealistic. The Iranians br- 
ing out the worst in us While the government, as of 
this writing, has acted quite responsible, the 
American people cry ‘death to the Iranian students 
kick them Hoodiums beat up 
demonstrators in Los Angeles, and vandals attack 
the property of Iranian residents throughout the 
United States 

The proper American response is not the ex- 
tradition of the Shah. This would be an action that 
would implicate us in yet another murder — the kiss 
of death to our past dear friend What we can do, 
whatever the outcome of the present crisis, is to try 
to establish some sort of international machinery to 
provide for the restitution of stolen national! wealth 
by tyrants wealth carefully placed in the United 
States, Swiss bank accounts, or wherever 

The political dynasties of tyrants quite often fail 
But those same tyrants secure their financial dynas- 
ties through international investments and bank ac- 
counts. While the national interests of the United 
States may seem to be served by heipful reigning 
tyrants, no such case can be made for them after 
they are deposed Freeze the shah's assets in this 
country the same way we have frozen those of the 
lramian government. The tranian people have at least 
as much Claim to our protection after what they have 
gone through for us as do the American bankers 
who are served by the present action

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"O’Brien: conservation key 
to solving U.S. oil crisis 


Now that Congress has realized 
that the oil shortage is “a legitimate 
crisis," conservation will become 
the primary issue, according to 
Dennis O'Brien, senior analyst for 
the U.S. Department of Energy and 
CSUS professor on leave 


“The United States uses twice 
as much oi! as Germany or 
Switzerland — countries who have 
a comparative lifestyle to ours,” 
O'Brien said during his noon lec- 
ture in the Little Theatre ‘We have 
to have a comprehensive 
@ understanding of how severe the 
probiem is. lran has brought a fur- 
ther awareness of just how 
vulnerable America is 

O'Brien, a history professor, 
said there were many signs in the 
late ‘60s and early 70s of the 
impending oil crisis 

“1968 was the first time that our 
oil consumption rose above our oil

production and in 1970 the 
interstate highway system was 
complete,” he expiained The 
greatest tragedy that the state has 
ever made, it(the highway) is the 
most perfect system developed to 
consume energy ” 

O'Brien also said that the 
change in corporate oil structure 
has been one of the major 
problems. “Before, it was the big 
oil Companies and corporations 
who owned the oil. Now the people 
really responsible are the officials 
who run the state-owned oi]. We 
are perpetrating a myth when it is 
said that we have to go after the big 
oil companies 

O'Brien concluded, “As | look 
around society, | can see that a 
heck of a lot more conservation is 
needed, but it is basically an 
ethical problem of who is going to 
get it, and who is going to give it 
up

problem was being addressed by 
the marketing plan committee

the students, to represent their 
needs and to provide those things 
that they need as students on this 
campus,” Powers continued “With 
what were doing in regards to 
marketing, | think there will be a 
vast improvement in tne coming 
year.” 

Powers said discussing issues 
with students during the campaign 
is only the first step toward a 
successful term in office Powers 
stressed that the contact with 
Students must be maintained 
throughout the year 

i feel that you go into these 
senate meetings to decide issues 
not from your own personal bias or 
position, but from what will best 
affect and represent the student 
body,” Powers added 

Powers said the budget is the 
major issue of the campaign and 
the spring semester. However, he 
added that other issues of concern 
to students, such as represen- 
tation on the Appointment, Reten- 
tion, Tenure and Promotion Com- 
mittee, must also be addressed by 
the senate 

Another candidate in the arts 
and sciences race is Y. Denise 
Catone, currently a member of the 
Activities Finance Counc! 

Catone said too often ASI ac 
tivities are geared toward special 
interest groups Programs with a 
general, rather than a specific 
interest would better serve the 
students, Catone added 

“Everybody is so concerned 
about their ethnic group that there 
18 NO integration,” Catone said 
“That makes if difficult for ASI to 
put on programs 

Catone said serving on AFC 
generated her interest in running 
for the senate She said the senate 
needs less emotionalism and more 
objectivity Catone said as a 
science major she could bring this 
to the senate 

“That (the emotionatism) is 
bad," Catone continued “We're all 
students. People say there is so 
much infighting (in the senate) 
how can we take them seriously?’ 

The final candidate in the 
division of arts and sciences is 
Mark Pratt, who was involved in 
Student government at Sac- 
ramento City College Pratt said 
office hours for senators would be 
@ good idea 

“If we really want to represent 
the students we have to spend a 
great deal of time trying to do that,” 
Pratt said “All senators should 
spend a lot more time working for 
the students." 

Pratt said ASI has not been 
marketed very well to the student 
body. “I think to do a good job 
would require consultation with 
professionals,” Pratt said. “We 
have to be professional about it.” 

Pratt added that in addition to 
professionals in the field, ASI 
should be utilizing the services of 
students in public relations classes 
on campus 

“This is thie kind of thing where 
you can get students directly in- 
volved,” Pratt concluded 

Pratt said he is interested in 
educational programs and 
research projects. He said right 
now such projects must be 
initiated by a faculty member 
before they become reality. Pratt 
said he would like to work toward 
changing this. 

Pratt cited as an example drama 
students who told him of their 
desire to develop their own play 


ideas and talents. “From what 
they've told me thay have not been 
able to do it,” Pratt said 

Bill Kiein. a candidate for the 
business seat. was unavailable 
prior to the time the story on that 
race was published However 
since then he has addressed the :s 
sues for the Hornet. 


Klein said AS! has become “cli 
queish.” He added that there is not 
enough contact between students 
and senators 

Part of the reason is that 
students have gotten into office 
and stayed in office for a long 
time,” Klein said “They just don't 
go Out and talk to the students to 
find out how they feel

Schlesinger film “Yanks” will prove 
to be the biggest flop of the 


season Director Schiesinger 
seems tO wander aimlessly

Even the photography director 
Dick Brush becomes a casualty in 
this fiim.

To prevent borrowers from slip 
ping overdue books back onto the 
shelves. ail books have their return 
Jate stamped in red: due dates are 
stamped in biue.

The library loses about 3.000 
books per year. most of which are 
taken from the shelves and

$795 service charge is also 
assessed, but not at.

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The “ayatotlah was trying to 
show ail the people that Isiam has a 
high respect for woman,” he said 

By releasing the blacks, the 
ayatollah was trying to prove that 
islam “doesn't believe in any 
racism. It doesn't suppress people 
by their colors,” said Rahimi 

Both acts were described as 
“strategic” by the Moslem student 

He also disagreed with iden- 
tifying the revolutionary students 
now in control of the U S. embassy 
as terrorists 

Terrorists are like hijackers who 
“threaten to kill their hostages if 
their demands are not met within 
# 24 hours,” said Rahimi 

The iranian students have not 
done this though, he said They 
have not threatened to kill the 
American hostages nor have they 
set a time limit by which their 
demands must be met, he con- 
tinued 

Their three demands are, he 
Said, that the US. government 
recognize the shah as a criminal: 
that the shah be tried for his at- 
rocities by an international court 
and that the capital of the shah. 
heid in the Pahlavi Foundation, be 
returned to Iran 

Iran is striving for national unity 
now, Rahimi said, as did the 
colonial states during the 
American Revolution. “Would it be 
fair to refer to the American pat- 
riots of 1776 as terrorists?” asked 
Rahimi in an editorial letter printed 
in the Sacramento Union. 

* In understanding the current 
situation in the U.S. embassy in 
fran, Rahimi feels it is critical to 
consider the new government be- 
ing formed and the history of the 
revolution 

According to Rahimi, 98 
percent of the peopie voted for an 
islamic republic. “It is  un- 
precedented for the people to be 
able to vote in the system of 
government they want.” 

There was an election for 75 
people who are writing a new 
constitution and there is going to 
be an election for the president, he 

@ ciaimes. 

The ayatollah did not even 
nominate himself for a position in 
writing the new constitution, 
Rahimi pointed out.

As to how he got chosen for the unique pilot- 
reporter job, Shively said, “The people at KCRA 
were iooking for someone who knew how to fly 
helicopters, who was a news reporter and who knew 
Sacramento. | kind of fit the bill 

He got his first taste of the news business at age 
17 in Vallejo where he grew up. “! was a typical kid 
that went down to the local radio station and said 
(Shively squeaked) ‘Hi, can | have a job?’ And so 
they had me mowing lawns, sweeping floors and do- 
ing that sort of thing | just hung around and learned 
all | could 


By the time he was 14, Shively had his broad- 
casting license. “Somebody didn't show up for work 
one day and | was the only one there. So | started 
goin’ at it.’ 

And he's been at it ever since. Shively worked at 
several radio stations in Vallejo and went to junior 
college there He graduated with a radio and 
television degree from CSUS in 1968 whiie working 
at some stations in Sacramento “dojng obscure 
jobs.” He worked at another radio job in Redding 
and then at the old KXOA in Sacramento 

“Then | got drafted-—-into the Marine Corps of all 
things. | spent two years in the Marine Corps’ radio 
and TV news. | enjoyed it. | spent most of my time 
m southern California doing public relations. | was 
also in Okinawa and was acombat correspondent in 
Vietnam " 

After returning the California, Shively worked at 
Channei 10 in Sacramento as 4 cameraman. then 
went to Channel 12 in Chico as a news reporter and 
anchorman where he did photography, reporting 
and writing.

Shively climbs into Livecopter 3, ready for flight 
The wnirlybird is perched on a battered runway that 
has weeds poking through cracks. Jensen Airfield 
near Sacramento Executive Airport, was once a 
haven for pioneering in agricultural aviation—crop- 
dusting—and now the rusty ruins of airplanes are the 
backdrop for the shiny new Livecopter 3, a pioneer 
in its own night 

The sounds from within are incredible. A 
symphony of high-pitched air beaters, sounds like 
those of cheeping baby chicks and something close 
to a monster blow dryer all sputter, clatter and mesh 
into a dull roar 

Shively checks the panel of gauges, pulls the

Up. up, up and suddenly Sacramento is seen from 
the fisnbowl-like view of Livecopter 3 in totally unex- 
pected splendor Colorful trees freckle the city as do 
numerous swimming pools.
